SAYS IT W ild, 
REDUCECRIME 


A state-wide unified police forte. 
with officers In every city and town 
responsible to a board of five judges 
would reduce Pennsylvania’s prison 
population by more than 50 per 
. cent in five yea rs 
M a j o r L ynn Cs 
Adams, superintendent of the Penn­ 
sylvania state police, asserted in an 
address at the weekly meeting of 
the Rotary club at the Y. W. C A., 
Monday evening. 
The state-wide police force, Major 
Adams said.'would be modeled along 
the lines of the present state po­ 
lice, with a training school similar 
to th a t now used by the troopers. 
'Such 
a 
system 
would 
prevent 
politics playing a m ajor part In the 
appointm ent and dismissal of po­ 
lice officers in towns and cities," 
the 
state 
police 
superintendent 
said. 
"Such a force would also bring 
about coordination in police investi­ 
gations. 
At present, the state po­ 
lice take no part in the solution 
of city crimes in Pennsylvania un­ 
less specifically asked to do so. Such j 
a force would also furnish a career 
for young men, promotions being 
made upon m erit and ability as is 
now the rule of the state police." 
Major Adams continued 
Governing Board 
"The governing board of the uni­ 
fied police force would comprise a 
judge of the state supreme court, a 
judge of the state superior court 
and three judges of tho lower judi­ 
ciary in the state, one from each j 
section of Pennsylvania. 
M assachusetts is putting a simi­ 
lar plan into operation in part of 
th a t state this year, and I will fol­ 
low the results with great inter- j 
•st." 
M ajor Adams said there are 17,- 
300 persons in pe nal institutions in 
Pennsylvania, 
and 
added. 
The 
thing th at makes me m ad is th at 
many of them are better cared few ! 
than many of my own men in sub­ 
stations." 
Major Adams cited as reasons for 
much of the crime in Pennsylvania 
the lack of a unified police system, 
the break-down in homes through 
divorce and a lack of the inhibitive 
influence of religion. 
He praised 
Boy Scouts and other boys’ organ!- s 
nations for their efforts in molding 
character in adolescent youth. 
Handle 40,900 Cases 
The speaker said th at during the 
past three years state police have 
handled more than 40.000 criminal 
cases, among them 396 cases of 
homicide, with better than 82 per 
cent convictions. 
He said that while the state police 
in doing "a splendid work" in Penn­ 
sylvania. the force lias not increased 
in proportion to population nor the 
crim inals' ability to operate. When 
Major John C. Groome organized 
the state police in 1905, Major Ad- I 
ains said, there were 220 men on the 
force. Now the authorized strength 
of the outfit is 421 men "but th* 
force is not up to its limit because 
the state legislature has not appro- j 
priated sufficient funds." 
The cost of operating the Penn- J 
Sylvania state police force is less 
than $3,000 per man a year, Major | 
Adams asserted. 
"This is very low 
when you consider that an ordinary 
patrolm an in New York city, who , 
works only eight hours a day, re- j 
ceives a salary of $3,200 a year,' the 
speaker added. 
M ajor Adams told how the Penn­ 
sylvania state police force was fash­ 
ioned after the Irish constabulary 
by M ajor Groome. who made a 
study of all European police forces 
He also told how a class of candi­ 
dates for the force is selected and 
how promotions are made. 
M ajor Adams was introduced by 
John D. Keith, Esq. 
Daniel C. 
Jacobs, president of the club, pre­ 
sided.

Frances Sepse, Who Murder­ 
ed Reading: Doctor. W ants 
Another 
Trial.

New York (AP)—Kindly, punc­ 
tilious Oliver Wendell Holmes, the 
"great liberal” 
of 
the 
supreme 
court of the United States, owes 
his humanitarianism to his 
poet 
father, his legal 
acumen 
to 
his. 
mother, the daughter of a chief 
justice of Massachusetts. 
It was, in fact, from the post of 
his maternal grandfather that the 
retired nestor of the 
high court 
went to Washington. 
Through his father’s family he Is 
related to the Wendells and Quin- 
cys, names which reflect leadership 
in New England and the nation 
from the beginnings of the repub­ 
lic. 
So. too, his mother’s family, 
the Jacksons, trace back to early 
distinction. 
In far-off. pre-colo­ 
nial days there 
was 
in 
London 
Thomas Holmes, a lawyer. 
Alike In Personality 
The 
two 
distinguished 
name­ 
sakes of this and a preceding gen­ 
eration were alike more in person­ 
ality than in 
achievement. 
The 
poet and writer of Lincoln’s time 
was a physician by profession and 
a literary light, at first, only by 
avocation. It was not until he was 
48 years old that Holmes the elder 
definitely 
"arrived” 
in the field 
which made him famous. 
The son, except for the Civil war 
service which interrupted his stud­ 
ies. always has been a lawyer. Both 
were, however, lecturers at Harvard 
the father in medicine, the son in 
law. 
Each was a patriot, the father in 
song and inspiration, the son in 


deed. The poet wrote in his "Army 
Hymn”: 


"Wake in our breast the living 
fires, 
The holy faith that warmed our 
sires; 
Thy hand hath made our na­ 
tion free; 
To die for her in serving Thee.” 


The son, answering Lncoln’s first 
call for volunteers, was wounded 
thrice—Bt 
Ball’s 
Bluff, Antietam 
and on Marye’s Height, at Freder­ 
icksburg. famous battlegrounds. 
A Meeting In Wartime 
The "like father, like son” as­ 
pect of the pair was illustrated aft­ 
er Antietam when Doctor Holmes 
tried to reach the bedside of his 
wounded son. 
Field hospitals, base 
hospitals, 
camps, 
were searched 
vainly for weeks. 
Then one day 
the 
elder 
Holmes 
was 
walking 
through a troop train and a bed­ 
raggled soldier said, quietly: 
“How do you do, dad?” 
"How do you do, son?” was the 
equally quaint reply. 
Holmes the elder disliked noise 
and bombast. 
So does his jurist 
son. 


“And when you stick on con­ 
versation’s burrs 
Don’t strew your pathways with 
those dreadful urs,”
